The clerks are behind railings and 
counters, but theirs are tte restricted 
quarters, and most of the space is tet 
apart for the comfort and convenience 
of customers. Ttey are ihe genera] 
meeting places for farmers and other 
xiMton to town, and during business 
hours they are never empty.

In the winter ttere is a 
big stove, bed-hot most of the time, 
t h a t makes it pleasant for tte pecp'e 
who hate ridden fite er ten miles 
through tbe co!d, and Ihe crowd i» 
thicker than ever because the weather 
is cot propitious for street-corner con- 
ferences as it is in summer.
